The dis- 
pute is between some Musalmdns and the Rdja, the Hindu community of Morad- 
abad having nothing to do with it. There appears to be no movement among the 
Musalmins to commit a riot. However, as the editor of the Jdm-t-Jamshid refers 
to such a movement being on foot, the Magistrate should make an inquiry. If 
such a conspiracy be found to exist, it should be nipped in the bud ; otherwise the 
editor of the Jam-i-Jamshid should be warned against endeavouring to excite the 
feelings of the people. A journalist ought to soothe popular feelings and not to 
excite them. ‘The threat of an outbreak can have no effect on British officers. If
